The common council of the city of
opaemge Chippewa Falls, in the state of Wisconsin, is
edness, hereby authorized and empowered to issue bonds
to the amount of sixteen thousand dollars, for the
purpose of paying outstanding indebtedness.
Thut said bonds, when issued, shall be signed by
the mayor and city clerk of said city, and shall
be issued only when authorized by a vote of a
majority of the common council, they shall draw
interest at a rate not exceeding five per centum
per annum, payable annually at the office of the
city treasurer in said city; and said bonds shall
become due at the option of said common council
in not less than five years and not more than
twenty years, and none of said bonds shall be sold
for less than par value.
